V. 2. Citations and Explanations: 

Claims 1-222 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 6,635,717 (Kishine et al.). 

See Example 1, which contains a surface layer composition containing ethylene / hexane copolymer and high pressure low 
density polyethylene (ethylene homopolymer) in which the mixture has a melting point of 90 deg.C. The core layer comprises a blend of 
butene/propylene copolymer and propylene/ethylene/butene terpolymer having a melting point of 1 35 deg C. Other resins can be used 
in the layers see claim 1 . The applicants claim particular uses of the materials such as garments, but do not claim any particular 
structure. 



Claims 1-222 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 5,620,803 A (OYAMA et al). 

The surface layers of the films comprise isotactic polypropylene and the inner layers comprise a blend of the same isotactic 
polypropylene and a low melting point syndiotactic polypropylene (column 3, lines 52+). 



Claims 1-222 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 5,932,157 (DRIES et al.) 

See example 1 in which the core and surface layers are made of isotactic polypropylene having melting points of 1 62 and 136 
Deg C respectively. 



Claims 1-222 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 2002/01 82426 A (TANAKA et al). 

Tanaka et al. teach a core layer containing crystalline propylene materials and surface layers containing lower melting point 
propylene /butene copolymers. 



Claims 1-222 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 6,423,420 Bl (BRANT et al.) . 

Brant et al. teach films comprising ethylene copolymers made bv metallocene catalysis and a polypropylene core. The surface 
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Supplemental Box 

layers would have a lower melting point than the core layer by greater than 25 deg. C based on the materials used. 

Claims 1-222 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry as a packaging film.
